The Manitoba F.lectrification Enquiry 
Commission recommended the con¬ 
struction of lines to serve 25,000 
farms in that' province. Since then the 
Manitoba Power Commission has 
been proceeding with survey to locate 
farm lines and with such extensions 
as the shortage of materials has per¬ 
mitted. In Albeita, farm electrifia 
cation is receiving the close attention 
of the newly formed Power Commis¬ 
sion; and the private utilities are con¬ 
structing three test areas this sum¬ 
mer. The first poles are up to servx 
65 farmers in one locality; and, ma¬ 
terials and Jabour permitting more 
200 farm homes will have electricity 
before freeze up. All this activity 
suggests that, when the war is over, 
many farms, in areas whefe sufficient 
concentration of farms can be found, 
will have the chance to connect to 
farm power lines. 

In some areas in each of the prairie 
provinces towns are so far apart, ana 
distances between farm'buildings are 
so great, that the building of trans¬ 
mission and farm distribution lines is 
not a practical possibilty. This is 
where the individual farm plant has 
its place. Most of the prairie farms 
now electrified have their own plants 
driven either by gasoline or winiT; 
and the farmers who own these plants 
are well pleased with the service they 
get from them. Of course they would!

ployment problems, our future economy, and 
will provide an asset to our citizens far genera¬ 
tions.

PERTINENT TOPICS 

DISCUSSED BY H.C. 

If deGaulle- does not mean mis¬ 
chief he is very careless in his use 
of words. In his latest speech he 
talked as if France is free through 
her own courage and strength. He 
did admit that she had received 
some aid from her “dear and spleh- 
did allies” who must have been surr 
piised because what they were look¬ 
ing for was some aid from France*. 
At any rate they thought they were 
something more than mere auxiliary 
ies. Then he tells the'world that 
France has rights and that she i^ 
now in a position to see that they 
are respected , in the four-corners of 
the world. 


Among these rights is is a front 
seat with the great powers who are 
to organize peace but the four na¬ 
tions who are winning the war may 
wish to inquire what she can bring 
with her besides a glorious past 
tarnished in recent years by the acts 
of her government. By these acts 
she must be judged in the same way 
as we judge Italy or Roumania or 
any other countries that took the 
wrong turn. To deGaulle’s credit he 
tried to prevent her from taking 
that course, and it is to his credit 
too that he should now try to shield 
her from the consequences, but the 
allies who suffered from these acts 
. cannot afford to treat her as we 
• hope they will treat Greece. 

France has other rights which he 
did not enumerate. She has the 


right to feel regret, remorse and 
shame at the conduct of her leaders; 
she has a right to a seat on the 
penitent form and a prayer for for¬ 
giveness; she has a right to a long 
period of convalescence and recup¬ 
eration before she can be in a posi¬ 
tion to demand the status c uo ante 
which the man on horseback claims 
for her now. 

Marshal Petain calls on his con¬ 
science to witness that whatever he 
did was" for the benefit of his be¬ 
loved country and his conscience, 
timid and supine as himself, re¬ 
sponds ignobly to the call. 

Pharisaical as ever he prates of 
the honor of France—he who made 
her violate her pledge with Britain 
not to make a separate peace and 


actually formed a government whicn 
ever since has collaborated with the 
enemy the more effectively to sub¬ 
ject her her former ally to frightful 
punishment. 

Laval also makes the same pro¬ 
fession as Petain that what he did 
was for the salvation of France, but 
Laval is not simple like Petaip. He 
knpws he Is an oily, slippery custo¬ 
mer, and is not fooling himself by 
what he protests. The Marshal on 
the other hand regards himself as a 
Chiistian eligible for canonization. 
Piety oozes out of every nore and he 
is able to make himself believe that 
he saved France from greater hor¬ 
rors when he allowed her to become 
the springboard and launching site 
of Nazi assaults upon the England 
that he hates more than he does 
Germany.

When Peace Comes 

Mr. Nesbitt outlined the develop¬ 
ments during the war in wheat board 
handling, in quota marketing (which 
he believes should never be abandon¬ 
ed) and other factors which carried 
farmers over a critical period. 

When peace comes, there will be an 
interval of feeding and rehabilitation, 
no matter what the cost. But trade 
will finally have to be resumed and 
the wellbeing of the world suggests 
that this be broad and equitable. Be¬ 
fore the war British imports totalled 
a billion pounds a year of which 6<>'/e 
was covered by exports, and the re¬ 
mainder from proceeds of investments 
sale of shipping, banking and other 
services. Britain has been the great¬ 
est food market in the world, but 
when the war ends the British people 
will have no money for such imports 
nor will impoverished nations of Eur¬ 
ope. “Unquestionably some form of 
trade will have to be developed, likely 
to consist of direct exchanges of pro¬ 
ducts on nation to nation basis.” 

Domestic Market 

“Without export outlets our farm 
population cannot live. Normally, 
nearly half the grain farmers of the 
west work for Europe. That is wh? 
organized farm groups in the west 
are anxious to see that the interna¬ 
tional wheat committee is successful 
in its plans to allocate markets a no 
fix floor prices in wheat. Wheat is 
the key commodity ip agriculture and 
world trade. 

“The domestic consumption is lim¬ 
ited, and even in present peak em¬ 
ployment food consumption has risen 
only 8% despite the fact that after 
fi years of war Canada is better fed 


In spite'of greater production, the 
demand for milk and milk products 
has risen even more, because— 

(a) ' There’s more money to spend; 

(b) More people are working, with 
changed food habits and in¬ 
creased food needs; 


(c) Our Armed Forces and Allies 
make heavy demands.
